The final plans for the new Stu- 
dent Union building probably will 
be submitted within the next ten 
days to the state director of the 
Work Progress Administration at 
Louisville, it was announced by 
Dean Hiram Graham, 
neer of the Unt 
rram. Tuesday. 

Bids on the Student Onion build- 
ing will be advertised for by the 
middle of January, It Is hoped. It 
was also announced that bids on 
the new law building will be re- 
ceived December 23. 

Present plans for the building, as 
announced by President Frank L. 
McVey at a convocation, last Fri- 
day, call for a three story structure 
costing approximately $300,000. It 
will be located between the Alumni 
gymnasium and Frazee hall. In- 
cluded In the building will be 
lounging rooms, recreation rooms, 
locker rooms, game rooms, a cafe- 
teria, soda grill, dance floor, and

a clerk would be on duty at all 
times In the administration depart- 
ment and that offices for the T. M. 
C. A. and Y. W. C. A., the Ken- 
turklan. and other student organi- 
zations will be located there. 



OFFICES RENOVATED 



Two rooms on the ground floor 
of Kastle hall are In the process 
of renovation and arc being con- 
verted into a library, laboratories, 
and offices for the bacteriology de- 
partment The rooms were until 
now used as a chemistry stock 
room. The equipment of the stock 
room was moved to the old boiler 
room on the ground floor. 



Officials of the University build- 
ing program made public Tuesday 
bids for electrical supplies for the 
engineering units and the central 
heating plant. 

The Board of Trustees will meet 
December 33 to consider these bids, 
which include those for direct 
lighting fixtures and lamps for the 
south and east engineering units, 
for mercury vapor lamps, direct 
lighting fixtures for corridors, a 
feed water heater for the central 
heating plant, and for mineral wool 
insulation for the engineering units. 

Those companies who entered bids 
for direct lighting fixtures were the 
General Electric Supply company. 
Cincinnati. $1,796.03; Greybar Elec- 
tric company, Cincinnati, $1,803.56; 
F. D. Lawrence Electric Supply com- 
pany. Cincinnati, $1,787.30; and 
Johnson Electric Supply oompany, 
Cincinnati. $1,795.33. 

Bids for Indirect mercury vapor 
lamps were entered as follows: Oen-

The General Electric bid of $842.40 
was the same as that presented by 
the F. D. Lawrence Electric for di- 
rect lighting fixtures for corridors.

a series of Land Orant college radio 
programs on the National Farm and 
Home Hour over the National 
Broadcasting Company nation-wide 
hook-up, from 11:30 a m. to 12:30 
p. m. Wednesday ut the University 
studios. 

The program opened with musical 
selections by the University radio 
symphony orchestra, under the di- 
rection of Russell McKlsky. and 
the singing of "On, On, U. of K" 
by the "Ambassadors," student male 
quartette. Following this. President 
McVey briefly reviewed the history 
of the University a* a land grant 
college.

Leading 18 to 16 at the Intermis- 
sion, the Wildcats fell behind rap-

A free throw chalked up by Bernle 
Opper was the lone tally registered 
in the first, three minutes of the 
overtime period, until Jay Walker 
slid In for a crip and put the game 
on Kentucky Ice Carlisle and 
Hagan added two more shots from 
the floor to make the rout complete. 

The Wildcats, heavy favorites to 
win. were constantly In hot water. 
The Xavier man-to-man style of 
defense kept the 'Cats off balance 
all evening and only Individual of- 
fensive efforts of Carlisle. Hagan. 
Walker and Opper kept, the local 
club In the ball game. 

Xavier scored first on Koprwos- 
kl's free throw, but Hagan's long 
shot put Kentucky In front. From 
that point on the lead see-sawed 
back and forth throughout the first 
half with the 'Cats holding the ad- 
vantage at half time, 18-16. 

With the opening of the final pe- 
riod, Xavier seemed to take on new 
scoring life, and with Joe Kruse 
contributing two field goals and 
Frank Kucla adding two more, the 
Muskles Jumped Into a command- 
ing lead. With Kentucky trailing 
26-20 Carlisle made one of two free 
tries. Walker added another, and 
Carlisle counted from the side with 
a short throw. 

Koprowskl interrupted the 'Cat 
scoring with a free throw but Hagan 
dribbled in for a goal from Inside 
the foul circle and put the 'Cats a 
single point behind. With less than 
a minute to play. Carlisle was 
fouled and made the free throw to 
knot the count. Neither team could 
score again before the game ended.
